P* Whereas, the Ministry of Chemicals and Fertilizers vtcfe S.0.637(E), dated 4th September, 1997 in pursuance of 
paragra]^ 26 of the Drugs (Price Control) Order, 1995 (DPCO, 1995) and thereafter delegated the powers in respect of 
specified paragraphs of the DPCO,1995 to be exercised by the National Pharmaceutical Pricing Authority on behalf of the 
Central Government. 


3. Whereas, the National Pharmaceutical Pricing Authority monitors the prices of decontrolled (non-scheduled) 
formulations on the basis of data on price available in ORG IMS on regular basis and wherein, from the data obtained from 
ORG-IMs it was observed that price of Relent formulation pack manufactured by M/s. Dr. Reddy’s Labs Ltd. increased by 
more thap 20% during the period from July, 2004 to July, 2005. The concerned company was therefore directed to furnish the 
reasons Ijor such price increase in pursuance thereof. Despite several communications from this office, the said company 
failed to [urmsh any reply. In the absence of any other data or justification from the company and on the basis of available 
information, the price increase by more than 20% during the relevant year, for the abovesaid formulation pack, was 
unjustifi4d and against public interest in as much as it puts an unreasonable burden on the consumers without sufficient 
justification. 

4. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers delegated under sub-para (b) of Paras 10 and 11 of the Drugs (Prices 
Control) Order, 1995 vide No. S.0.637(E), dated 4th September, 1997 issued by the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Chemicals and Fertilizers, and thereafter, the National Pharmaceutical Pricing Authority being satisfied that it is necessary 
in the public interest so to do, hereby notifies the maximum retail price including excise duty and local taxes, of the following 
formulation pack manufactured by M/s. Dr. Reddy’s Labs.
